Bow to Get Hold ot the Inert Mineral 


Hatter of the Sail. 


The true use of artificial fertilizers 


on poor 301! is, to furnish every ele- 
ment of plant food for the crop de- 
sired in excess of the requirements o) 
the crop, and by persevering in this 
method to gradually fill the soil with 
organic matter derived from the refuse 
matter of these crops. While thia k 
going on in the>soil, a like acpietion ol 
organic matter is going on in Hie barn- 
yard, through the feeding of the cropa 
grown by this method ot fertilizing 
the soil 
Ten years ago I began this 


sy&tem of bringing up a poor farm to 
a profitable condition, choosing butter 
dairying and rearing calves for family 
cows upon the skimmed milk ae the 
least exhaustive of the soil. As butter 
and aweet corn for the city market 
only were sold, and every thing else 
grown was fed to the eows, with pur- 
chased grain and feeding stuffs, it was 
not long before the land was so well 
filled with manure, and the refuse of 
crops, as to become quite changed in 
character. From a light-yellow, sandy 
loam it was altered to a brown soil, as 
deep as the plow had been run, and the 
manure had been mixed with it. A 
large quantity ol swamp muck had 
been used in the stables and pens as an 
absorbent, the proportion being about 
two wagon loads of it to one of the 
manure made. 


The plowing in of the remains of 


i,uch crops as fall rye, followed by 
early sweet corn, and this T»y millet, 
makinz thre? in one season, and a clo- 
ver son now and then, and the fre- 
quent .manuring needed on a farm 
where the cows were wholly fed upon i 
soiling crops, soon made my land rich i 
enough in organic matter, so that 
I could do with much less artificial fer- 
tilizer I then found the cheaper kinds 
were equally efleotire as the most costly 
ones had been before, and a less quan- 
tity was sufficient for a satisfactory 
ciop 
The cheaper superphosphates 


bought for twenty dollars a ton, the 
Charleston floats (ground phosphate), 
oypsum, lime and potash salts, had a 
much better effect on the best of my 
fields than upon those which had been 
more newly brought under improve- 
ment. The result of the nlling of thfl 
soil with decayed organic matter was 
such that my stock was trebled, and 
the cost of keeping it was reduced in 
about the same latio, counting feed 
and fertilizers both in this item 


The use of artilicial fertilizers with- 


out this conservative method of filling 
the soil with organic matter is wholly 
exhaustive. It is a system, most excel- 
lent in its way, for laying a foundation 
for building upon, and by means of the 
large quantity of eerbonic acid gener- 
ated in the soil by the decay of the veg- 
etable matter, to get hold of the inert 
mineral matter, which is mexhanstibla 
as long as the soil itseM exists. , An ex- 
hausted soil still contains this mineral 
matter, it is deficient only in the organic 
elements, and any system of cultivation 
>y which this is used up. or is not ac- 
cumulated, must necessarily be ex- 
laustive —M. Jfew, MJ Country Oentte- 
nan.

NEW YOEK, July 8.—Sire Commission- 


er Purroy, who returned on the steam- 
ship E gypt from his trip to inspect the 
fire departments of Europe, thus tells 
your correspondent about them: 


"The two months I was gone," he said, 


"I spent in constant study of foreign fire 
departments. 
I was in all the important 


cities in 
Ireland, Scotland, England, 


Trance, Belgium and Switzerland. Every- 
where I was kindly and courteously 
treated. The chiefs of the departments 
took me around their engine-houses and 
explained their systems to me in detail. 
As the result ot my trip I have prepared 
a report which will be submitted to the 
mayor at his convenience. 
It is hard to compare onr department 


with those abroad, the conditions are so 
different. Their houses are built fire- 
proof at the start. Hardly a frame build- 
ing is to be found in Paris or London. 
The climale makes buildings damper and 
allows an engine more time to get to a 
lire before it spreads. Then the temper- 
ature is more equable and not so many 
fires are kept burning in the houses. Al- 
together the chances ol fire aie much 
greater here than abroad. 


"London has 600 firemen under Captalu 


Shaw. There are four divisions, each 
under a superintendent. The engines 
are in nfty-four houses. There are no 
hook and ladder companies as here, but 
men are stationed along the street every 
few blocks, with extension ladders on 
wheels. When they hear of a flre they 
are expected to call on their citizens to 
help them trundle their ladder to the 
flre. The citizeas get one shilling lor 
this service. I» many cases the horses 
and engines are not in the same build- 
ing. 
The horses are bept in some stable 


in the neighborhood and sent for when 
wanted. The quickest time I saw a 
London engine get owt was one minute 
and ten seconds and the worst was four 
minutes. In that case they had to send 
across the street to the stable for the 
horses. 


"There are eight to twelve men in a 


house. When these men-aren't enough 
hey are empowered to get citizens to aid 
•hem. The citizens are paid one shilling 
each. I guess it would be rather hard 
lere to get the right kind of citizens for 
a midnight flre. The men are allowed to 
marry and bring their wives and families 
,o live with them in the engine-house. 
They pay rent to the flre department for 
the rooms. AU the London Bremen are 
sailors. They seem to believe over there 
that a seafaring life tits a man to put out 
3rea. I don't think the modern sailor 
ass the training, intelligence, or consti- 
tution to make a good fireman. 


There are not many applicants for vacan- 


cies, for the highest pay, except for offi- 
cers, is eight dollars per week—less than 
one-third the pay here. There are two 
ways of giving an alarm. The most com- 
mon is for a policeman or citizen to go to 
the engine house and tell them that there 
i* a flre. The other is to smash the glass 
in one of the 1,800 flre alarm boxes. Here 
we have over 700 boxes, though we have 
only 1,600,000 people to London's 4,000,- 
000. 
The flre alarm telegraph is under 


the contr ol of the post-office department. 
When an alarm does come In the first 
thing is for a man with a hand engine to 
be sent to to the place to see If he can't 
put the flre out. If he can't be goes 
round to the engine-house and tells them 
and then the steamer comes out. 


The flre department in Ireland is ham- 


pered by want of money. The London 
department is by far the best in Great 
Britain. You can make your own deduc- 
tions as to what they have in iDublln. 


"Paris has an excellent flre department 


under Colonel Couston, of the urmy. All 
the firemen are soldiers, and they are not 
allowed to marry. The department has 
greatly improved within the last few 
years. Greater speed has been attained, 
and the department is getting to be much 
like our own. The discipline IK excellent. 
The Colonel can draft as many men from 
the army as he wishes. Many new bouses 
have been bnilt within the test year, since 
his viait to this country. IB them the 
horses, engine and men are oil In the 
same building, as with ns. The soldiers 
live in the house's as they do In the bar- 
racks. 
, , 


"In New York, unlike London or 


Paris, some of the' most .dangerous flres 
are in sub-cellars. The smoke is so 
dense that the men can not- see and the 
lights in their lanterns go out. -Without 
light and nnderground-'ttie'firemenare 
almost powerless. Tor two years I have 
had the idea that an electric lamp could 
be adapted to the purpose, no matter 
how dense the smoke might be. I spoke 
lo a number of scientist: men, asked 
them to get one up, but they did not. 
In Paris they Jiave an electric lamp 
especially devised for use at flres. I 
have brought one such Hght back with 
mo which I think I can improve on and 
adjust for use here. 


Another thing. In a great city that is 


growing up so fast that 2,500 bouses are 
built every year there sliould be a build- 
in" law that, followed oat, would allow 
lire as little chance as possible. They 
needn't trouble about flre so much In 
Europe, because their buildings protect 
them. We should not allow any frame 
buildings to be buiit and we should try 
and get rid of 
those still standing. 


Walls should be thicker and with less 
timber inserted in them. There ahonld 
be less, undermining and fewer sub-cel- 
lars. The new building ' law should be 
plain, concise and rigidly enforced."

The celebration of Independence Day 


in Decntnr was not, in any sense, an 
elaborate uffnir,. There was no proces- 
sion, no attempt tit anything like di -p!ay; 
but the celebration took on a go-as-you- 
please form, and was, after all, a very en- 
joyable sort of day, barring the hoat and 
tha unfortunate occurrence of the even- 
ing. At BU early hour people bejjia'n 
pouring into town, and long before noon 
the streets were crowded with people of 
all agas and conditions in life. Good- 
man's band began playing iu the oity 
park at "8 o'olook iu the morning, and 
continued to play at intervals daring the 
forenoon, affording to all an opportunity 
ot listening to a delightful serenade. tAll 
tho while people were thronging toward 
Oaklank Park, and to say that that resort 
was crowded, conveys but a very feeble 
idea of the true state of the case. At the 
park tbe usual sports were indulged in— 
eingiug, rowing, riding in the m,erry-go- 
round, and otlior like amusements, while 
everywhere oould be heard the cheerful 
souucl ut the fire cracker and toy pistol. 


The orator of the day, Governor B J, 


Oglesby, arrived on the noon train, aud 
was escorted to the residence of J. J 
Pedilecord, where he remained until 1:30 
o'olook, when ha was driven to the park. 
After muaic *by the band, the exercises 
began at the grand stand, upon which 
were seated a large, number of oldeet- 
tlers, and friends of the Governor. Among 
them were Mr. and • Mrs. J. Y. Braden, 
Mrs. E. MoClellan, F. A. Brown, Frank 
D. Scott, D. S. Shellabarger, Bev. and 
Mrs. D. P. Bunn, J. J. Peddeoord, E. A 
Jonep, E. A. Piper, J. A, Draper,-J. A. 
Kane, E. 0. Kurode, of Fort Wayne, and 
a number of others. Senator Rogers 
Boled BB msster of ceremonies, and after 
prayer by Kev. D. P. Bunn, the orator ot 
the day was introduced. 


The Governor proceeded to briefly re- 


call the incidents of our early history 
preceding the revolution, sketched the 
wonderful growth of the country since 
ttiat time, and Hpohe of the manifold 
blesiings whioh followed as the result of 
tbe deeds of the forefathers— a govern- 
ment of 60,000,000 free people, without a 
king and without a standing army. Our 
social and politioal fabric, he said, reals 
upon the thoughtful people,and not upon 
the (lead-benta and looters. Be describ- 
ed ab length the question of military gov- 
ernment, us distinguished from civil gov- 
ernment, aud talked about the social, po- 
litical and. legal privileges end duties of 
the people in a country like this. He 
said be hud been deeply censured beoauee 
be had beeu slow to exercise tbe military 
power placed in his hands, aud said be 
had not read history in vnin: that iu all 
good government the people must de- 
pend upon themselves for protection— 
must exbanat all civil remedies at their 
dinpoaal before appealing to the strong 
arm of the military power, whioh must 
ever be the last resort. He said he hated 
and despised military government, and 
that he would never consent to erect a 
despotism like that, Give the govern- 
ment over to a standing army, let the 
people cease to rely upon themselves, and 
in a quarter of a century liberty will pass 
away. He expected to be pursued and 
and maligned by every soulless corpora- 
tion, but be did not care. He believed 
in the capacity of tbe people for self- 
government, and proposed to act in ac- 
cordance with that belief. The Governor 
then made some pleasant allusions to the 
old settlers, mentioning many of them 
by name, and doubted not that there 
were boys and girls preseut, who, a quar- 
ter of a century hence, would tell how, 
on the Fourth of July, 1886, they had 
heard at Deoatur the perennial (.orator 
who had been making speeches for more 
than forty years, and that "old Jason 
Rogers." "old Job Race," "old Ed Jones," 
and others of that kind, were present on 
that occasion. He spoke of the famous 
celebration at Indian Bluff, more than 
thirty years ago, and vindicated the acts 
of those who participated in its festivi- 
ties; they had been abused and misrepre- 
sented, and he was here to bear testimony 
to the spirit of true patriotism whioh an- 
imated them on that memorable occasion. 
Tbe large audience, which had been most 
uncomfortably situated, remained stand- 
ing iu the hot sun throughout the entire 
speeob, of over an hour's length, and at 
its close crowded upon the stand to con- 
gratulate the speaker and renew the ac- 
quaintance of other days. It was a most 
admirable addresB,Vaud pleased all who 
heard it. 


THE BALLOON FIZZLE. 


After the ball games a great crowd 


filled up Oakland Park, to witness the 
balloon ascension. The air ship was 
nicely inflated with hot air, and Prof, 
Gillock, the aeronaut, stood ready in his 
suit to go up, while the owner, Prof. 
Cole, waatabout directing affairs. There 
was some mismanagement ot the guy 
ropes, and before Gillook oould get a 
firm hold on the trapeze rod, the air ship 
got away and went up alone. It was a 
disgusting spectacle to see the old thing 
riding in the air on its side alone, aad 
everybody made a rush for tbe oara to 
get home to late suppera. The outfit rer 
moined in the air about five minutes, and 
came down iu a field near the main track 
of the Wabneh road. The committee 
this morning paid Cole 850. He was to 
receive $75. The Professor deeply re- 
greta the accident, and says he will yet 
make a successful ascension in Deoatur

Sudden Explosion of the Fire- 


works in the Crowd on 


the Old Square. 


. List of the People Seriously Hurt.

B. C. Keese gave a free exhibition of flre- 


worlcB In front of his establishment.

-The old square and sidewalks on the 


square were packed with people last 
night to witness the display of $65 worth 
of fireworks from the platform erected on 
tha southeast corner of the plozs, oppo- 
site the aide entrance to Armstrong's drug 
store. The committee in charge of the 
display were B. 0, Reese, B. Liddle and 
Fritz Mueller. They brought the explos: 
ives to the platform and covered them 
with blankets borrowed of Joe gutter. 
Several pieces bad been fired off and men, 
women end children stood shoulder to 
shoulder close to the platform, in store 
doors, and as far away as the eye could 
reach. Suddenly the works took fire and 
tbe rockets, bomb shells, nigger-chasers* 
candles and crackers went flying'in every 
direction, making loud reports, and caus- 
ing an immediate stampede in .the vast 
crowd. The cries of the frightened and 
injured ones oould be heard above the 
noise of the explosives, and -people 
knocked down and tramped upon each 
other as they vainly tried to get away to 
escape injury. The crowd was in a state 
ot terror for a few minutes, and the fright 
did not subside until long after every 
piece of the fireworks bad exploded. 
Booketa and bombs went flying upon the 
ground, in the air and across the square, 
many breaking window lights at Arm- 
strong's, Henry Bros." bakery, Joe Sut- 
ter's place, Halmbaoher's saloon, Hart- 
ley's restaurant and at Wilhelmy's shop. 
There were many baby buggies iu the 
crowd and several were crushed. Wo- 
men, children and men lost their hats, 
shawls and parasols. There were agon- 
izing cries for help, and the wildest disor- 
der reigned for awhile. It is a miracle 
that many were not killed by the rockets 
or oruuherl to death. 


It was a very eud ending to what bad 


been u very pucuessful celebration, and 
while it is useless to indulge in sugges- 
tions of what "might tave been," the 
tragedy will raise the inquiry whether it 
pays, after all, to run so much risk in 
ojder to have a little enjoyment. 


BYE-WITNESSES. 


B. Liddle says: We had fired off three 


rockets, a wheel or two and several Bo: 
man candles. The works were at the 
rear of the platform and were covered 
with horse blankets. The firing of the 
pieces was done in front, and I handed 
them out, while Mueller and Keese took 
some themselves. At the time ot the ex- 
plosion, Mueller was firing off candles, 
and Beese bad juat fired a wheel in front. 
Then the explosion took place. I think 
that the works under the blanket were 
ignited from the southeast corner of the 
platform, and that tbe accident was 
caused by boys throwing fire-crackers 
on the platform. I had told some of 
them to atop it. One man was firing a 
candle directly at the platform, and I 
sent a man to stop him. How I got off 
tbe platform, and oat of the crowd into 
the drag store, I cannot tell, except that 
I crawled along on the ground to the en- 
trance of tbe store." 


Mr. Roese says: "I don't know how the 


works caught fire. Two rockets had 
been fired. Mr. Mueller and I were firing 
Roman candles, when I heard a loud snap 
behind me. I saw that-en explosion was 
about to occur and I jumped and got 
away. Before we got on tbe stand we 
remarked that there was danger from 
firecrackers thrown by boys in the crowd, 
and Mueller got the horse blankets and 
oo.vered the works. 
. 


Fritz Mueller states, that he jannot tell 


how the explosion occurred, bat believes 
the works must have been fired from the 
orowd, as tbe pieces were covered up, 
The first he knew of the accident was the 
noise. He fell off the platform into the 
crowd, and people tumbled on. top of 
him in their wildness to escape. In tbe 
crush a baby buggy was wrecked. 


0. A. Westhafer had a perch in an open 


window over Hartley's restaurant and 
bad a good view of the platform. He 
says: The works were lying upon the 
south side of the platform and were cov- 
ered with a blanket. I believe tbe works 
caught fire from the southeast corner and 
they must have been fired from a cracker 
thrown from the orowd. Don't think 
sparks from tbe nigger-ohaser could have 
caused the accident, though it might 
have done so.

A stroll along the river front in tli« 


upper portion ot New Orleans calls qp 
the many changes that have there been 
wrought within the last thirty years 
Many old and well-known landmarks 
have entirely disappeared, and in the 
race of commerce new structures and 
new disposition of old ones have beqn 
made, so that he wh» would seek to re- 
call past localities, for a time is consid 
onvbly puzzled

two or three remaining landmarks 
that tbe old resident might recognize, 
and one of these w a grove ol tall pecan 
trees
